The powers delegated to Congress by the Constitution 
are plainly set forth, though with the limitations of the 
written word they may be differently construed in the 
presence of new situations. But the Constitution ex- 
plicitly states that the President shall bé the Commander 
in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, an 
‘authority subject to no qualification or condition. That, 
of course, was the intent of the authors. It is subject 
to no other honest construction.
